Youngsters Sacrificed to Ignorance 
and Love of the Dollar.“ 


New York, Jan. 28.—[Special.j—Race sui- 
cide is the subject of a circular that the 
conservation department of the Kquitable 
Life Assurance poctety has sent to its policy 
holders. 

It conveys the suggestion that an increas- 
ing birth rate is not the only. remedy and 
that. if our civilization has reduced the aver- 
age size of families, it has preserved the bal-

saving knowledge by — te reduce the 
waste of life. 

It is pointed out that care of health win 
reduce the present death rate and increase 
the average length of life, and that in the 
long run this will reduce the cost of life in- 
Pesurance. The attention of the society was 
attracted to the subject of infant mortality 
by figures given by Nathan Straus at the 
Berlin conference last summer, rhowing the 
enormous waste of infant lives trum prevent - 
able causes in the United States. 

Birth Rate vs. Death Pate. 

An inereage in tbe birth. rate. has been 
urged to guard against possible race extinc- 
tion,” ‘says the circuler., It there is dan- 
ger of race suicide it lies not so much in the 
decreasing birth rete as it does in our need- 
lesely high death rate. If our rapidly ad- 
vancing civilizetion has reduced the native 
birth irate it has also provided us with life 

saving knowledge wherewith to offset it. 

*Moreovgr. it is not true that a small fam- 
ny of ‘children: ‘will stand a better chance to 
be properly ‘nurtured and educated’ than a 
large family of children. Is not a large num- 
ber of emai. families as good for the future 
on the! racg ap a’ small number of large fam- 
ilies? Is not quality as important as quan- 
tity? 

1 Four out of every ten deaths in the United 
States are due to preventable disease and 
accident.” ‘The ‘saving ‘these lives -wouldwe- 
duce the death rate from 15 to 9 per 1,000 
population” and thereby, increase the surplus 
of births by just the number saved, 


Gan Reduce Death. Rate. 

“The offspring of the lives thus saved would 
increase it still more. Does such g reduc- 
tion m the death rate seem impostible? It 
should “not, kor it is already as low as ten in 
at least two states in the union, and is less 
than ten ip Australia and New Zealand. 

“It is true that the average family. 
smaller now than formerly, but the number 
of femilics would be vastly increased if we 
would intelligently apply the knowledge of 
disease prevention already gained, instead 
of permitting the present appalling and need - 
less destructicn of life to continue. 

Nathan Straus tells us that over 113,000 
infants (under Tyear) are destroyed annually 
im the United States by preventable cause— 
chiefly improper aid infected food. . 


Communal Manslaughter’ a Crime.

J. H. Hoes Gave Gold Watch to Presi- 
dent Lincoln as Largest Contributor 
to Sanitary Fair of War Period. 

James Henry Hoes, a pioneer Chicago jew- 
eler, died on Saturday at his residence, 5803 | 
South boulevard, Austin. He was born m 
Kinderhook, N. T., June 30, 1824. He entered 
the. jewelry business in Milwaukee in 1850 
and removed to Chicago in 1858, being a part- 
ner in Hoard & Hoes. Other firms succeeded 
this. until the present Spaulding & Con, in ; 
which Mr. Hoes was interested. ’ 

As a promoter and contributor to the first 
sanitary fair in Chicago during the war be- 
tween the states, Mr. Hoes offered a gold 
watch to the person We made the largest 
donation... President Lincoln donated the 
emancipation proclamation to the fair and 
it was sold for $3,000. This was the largest 
single sum received, and President Lincoln 
was declared the winner. Mr. Hoes gave 
him a watch and received an acknowledg- 
ment. which be retained to his death. 

Mr: Hoes was one of the incorporators and 
founders of St. Luke’s Free hospital. He is 
survived by two daughters, Mrs. Ballard Ho- 
bart of Bast Orange. N. J., and Mrs. Philo 
Allen of Austin; also a sister, Mrs. Harriet 
Wainwright of Milwaukee. 

The funeral will be Tuesday at 8:80 a. m. 
from St. Martin's Episcopal church, Austin, 
of which Mr. Hoes.had been a communicant 
for thirty years.

fact that a nephew, the son of the original 
of Bos,“ which name Charles Dickens 
chose as his firat nom de plume, is living 
within a hundred miles of Chicago. He is 
the Rev. Bertram A, Dickens, the son of Au- 


| gustus N. Dickens, the youngest brother of 


the novelist. The minister is pastor of the 
Methodist Episcopal church at Wyanet, III. 

“Boz” was a pet names which Charles 
bestowed upon his brother, according to the 
Rev. Mr. Dickens, through the Epworth 
Herald, In after years an estrangement 
grew up between them. 

The nephew attributes this estrangement 
to Dickens“ American Notes,“ in which 
the novelist gave his unfavorable impression 
of America, obtained. while on a visit to thie 
country. 


“American Notes’ Caused Quarrel. 

Augustus was an officer in the British army 
during the Crimean war, but was in full 
sympathy with the United States and with its 
citizens, and could not endure criticisms of 
them. 

The commendations of America by the nov- 
elist late in life helped in a reconciliation, and 
at the-death of his brother, Augustus, he 
gave to the Rev. Mr. Dickens, then a boy, 
through his guardian, £50 sterling annually, 
which continued until the death of the nov- 
elist in 1870, 


The minister's father was a journalist and 


was born in Portsmouth, England, in 1826, 
and was buried in Graceland cẽmetery, Chi- 
cago, in 1866. Hey was at one, time a corre. 
spondent for the London Newsand edited the 
first paper published im Amboy, III. At the 
time of his death he held a position in

railroad in Chicago. 

The minister's mother was Bertha Phillips, 
a dauchter of Charles Phillips, for many 
years an eloquent la ver. 


‘Oration Used in Text Book. 

“He Mas. said the Rev. Mr. Dickens, 
„ familiarly known as Napoleon Phillips, 
on account of an oration with which he cele- 
brated the downfall of the great soldier, It 
was printed in some of the old school books 
as reading, and contains this sentence: 
‘Grand, gloémy, and pecullar, he sat upon 
his throne, a sceptered hermit, wrapped in 
the solitude of his own ofiginality.””’ 

Two of the original manuscripts of Charles 
Dickens and many letters written by him, 
which were stored by his grandson in the 
vaults of the Illinois Central land department 
as keepeakes for the minister, were destroyed 
in the Chicago fire of 1870.

The whole 
problem of dealing with the child now, with 
our Juvenile court system, is a question of 
education. 


Drop Name of Court.“ 

“In the first place, as to our juvenile 
courts, I believe we should make them as 
different as possible from any other court. 
If we coyld get rid of the words court, sen- 
tence, commitment, and others used in tribu- 
nals dealing with the children, I think it 
would be a great step in advance. 

* Now, as to taking children out of their 
own homes. It is my opinion the keeping of 
a child in a fairly bad home is more hopeful 
than putting it in a good institution. The 
whole organization of institutions is based 
upon the assumption of the children’s being 
abnormal. Iam therefore in favor of putting 
the children in private homes whenever pos- 
sible. 


Make Recall Possible. 

One of the things we have recommended 
is that the courts be given the power to keep 
a child in the custody of an institution it it 
thinks best, or recall the child if it nds the 
child’s home is improved. As it is now, the 


institutions have the power to do what ther } 


want with the child after it has been oum-

Washington, D. C., Jan. 28.— Secretary of 

War Stimson, acting upon an exhaustive re- 
port from the general staff. has decided that 
#ixteen, probably eighteen, army posts 
sliould be abahdoned in order to put an 
end to.the extravagance and inefficiency fe- 
sulting from improper distribution of the 
mobile. army.“ 
Among the posts condemned are: Brady, 
Michigan; Lincoln, North Dakota; Meade, 
South Dakota; and Wayne, Michigan. Of 
Fort Apache it is said a possibility of In- 
dian trouble still exists, and that Fort Jay 
might be retained as headquarters of the 
eastern division and as the site of the east- 
ern military prigon. 


Garrisons May Be Withdrawn. 

There are a number of other posts which, 
while not recommended for abandonment, 
are declared not to be located with a view 
of securing economy of administration and 
supply, or a full measure of military effect - 
iveness. Consequently. their garrisons ulti- 
mately will be withdrawn. These posts in- 
clude Robingon, Neb., and Missoula, Mont. 

Secretary Stimson’s principal object 1s to 
dispose the present small army with refer~ 
ence to its mission in case of war. This first 
involves adequate forces for foreign garri- 
sons, which cannot be reinforced from the 
United States after the outbreak of hostili- 
ties. With the remainder of the army 4 mo- 
bile force is to be organized and distributed 
among about eight great strategical points in 
the United States instead of scattered in 
forty-nine posts. 


Expect Economy of $5,500,000. 

By this concentration it is declared the an- 
nual cost of maintenance of the army would 
be reduced by about $5,500,000 4 year. 

The report declares that eucceeding secre- 
taries of war have been hampered in getting 
rid of useless and expensive posts by local 
and political influences. It is declared that 
no less than $30,000,000 has been spent on 
such posts in the last ten years, and every 
dollar so expended became an argument 
against their abandonment. ‘

The time which Camille Pel- 
letan put in as minister of marine in 
thé Combes administration, from 1902 

to 1906, almost entirely wrecked the disci- 
pline of the French navy, which has not yet 
recovered from the effects thereof, despite 
the efforts of his successors, Admiral de la 
Peyere and Delcasse. 

And now the post of minister of war has 
been corffided by the French premier, Poin- 
caré, to the Socialist lawyer, Alexandre Mil- 
lerand, who, as president of the Interna- 
tional Association for the Protection of La- 
bor, is responsible for most of those great 
labor troubles which during the last ten 
years have inflicted such incalculable dam- 
age upon French trade and industry, render- 
lug the working classes rebellious to the 
direction of their employers and the ready 
prey of every professional: or pojitical agi- 
tator.

True, Millerand has been tamed in a meas- 
ure by being made a drawing room freak by 
some of the ladies of the French great world, 
such as the Comtesse de Greffuhie: But Still, 
for all that, he remains a Socialist, derives 
all his importance from that fact, and his 
appointment to the virtual control of the 
French army, which, though in splendid. 
shape, is always subjected to the peril of 
socialist teachings, of the perfect equality of 
the soldier with His commanding officer, 
bodes ill for its discipline. Indeed, since 
socialism has all along been looked upon as 
the bitterest foe of militarism and'of every- 
thing connected with the armed forces of 
the nation, it is inconceivable that a Socialist 
leader should have been chosen, of all others, 
for the post of France’s minister of war.

Since the Socialists have not only 
carried the day at Berlin but have even cap- 
turad the district of Potsdam, in which his 
palace is situated, it remains to be seen what 
move, if any, he will now make: There is no 
monarch in Europe whose hatred of social- 
ism is more intense than that of the kaiser, 
and there is no country, not even in France, 
where its growth and development have 
been more phenomenal than in Germany.

Soldiers’ Home, Danville, III., Jan 22— 
[Edftor of The Tribune.]—Congressman D.

“The state of Illindis possessed the —

It will be argued that the govera- 
ment ought to tax deadly weapons just as it 
taxes liquors, tobacco, playing cards, and 
other articles classed as dangerous of as 
luzuries. It is estimated that a revenue of, 
$2,000,000 a year would be derived from such 
an excise. 


Little Opposition to Plan. 

The only opposition to the proposed legisia- 
tion which so far has developed comes from 
the Colt Fire Arms company of Connecticut 
and from representatives of that state in con- 
gress. On the other hand, Congressman Sis- 
son has been deluged with letters from or 
ganizations and individuals in every section 
of the country who praise the measure and 
urge its enactment. 

“No one denies congress has authority 
to tax deadly weapons, said Mr. Sisson 
today, and §2,000,000 a year in revenue is 
well worth heaving. Revenue from that 
source would enable congress to reduce the 
tariff on some necesdity of life to a lower 
point than is now possible. 


Seeks to Identify Buyers. 

“If We can succeed in getting deadly 
weapons taxed I shall urge the imposition of 
regulations under which it will be necessary 
for manufacturers to account to the govern- 
ment for the destination of all shipments 
and to notify the sheriff of the county: to 
which such ¢ shipment is made. Then it will 
be up to the state, county, and city author 
ties to impose regulations for sales. 

“If under such a system local authorities 
would require every pefson who sells a 
weapon to inform the police or sheriff of 
sale and the name of the purchaser it 
not be so easy ae it is now for minors and 
disreputable characters to obtain these dan- 
arene instruments. There would be fewer 
‘ earnivals of crime held in our great cities.”

They were re- 
warded for their loyalty by a reading of the 
classic that compensated for the trivialities 


of the novelty and the unimaginative presen- 
tation of the example of the romantic school. 

Mr. Kneisel’s unwillingness to dwell upon 
the sefisuous beauties of the art of tones is 
doubtless responsible to a large degree for 
his success in that music in which the idea 
is independent of outward effect for its sig- 
alficance. Such interpretative restraint is 
perfectly suited to the simplicity and direct- 
ness of Mozart, whose music is addressed 
to the spirit rather than to the senses. One 
or two rOughnesses marred tthe technical 
aspects of the first movement of that mas- 
ters C major quartet. But they were speed- 
ily forgotten in the pure melodie beauty 
of the andante, the brightness of the menuet- 
to and the vivacity of the finale. 

> 

There are four mechanical means to inter- 
pretative variety, qualitative tonal contrasts 
excepted. One may play louder, softer, 
faster, or slower. Controlled by a compre- 
bension of' its spiritual content these means 
suffice for the music of Mozart. For total 
ly different reasons they also suffice for 
the effective delivery of such music as has 
been assembled by the selective talents of 
‘Kopyiow in his G major quartet, op. 16. This 
is machine made music. Ideas that at times 
suggest Eduard Schiitt or that admirable 
gentleman named Popper, who wrote in- 
dustriously for the cello, or nothing and no- 
body, have been assembled and elaborated 
according to the several familar devices of 
the art of composition.
